Waahington. May 27.— Tlio I'lritc-d 
Statei supreme court banded down 
opinolons coreHng ftii of the iisues on 
the new insular possessions whi< h 
have been In controversy. AlthouKh 
sevoral of the (icci.siijiis upheld tin- 
contestants on certain issues raised, 
yet inthemost important decision, that 
of Oownet ac&inst Bidwell, Justlc 
Brown announced tbe doctsion of tlu> 
court uphoidiriK tho pi'n<>ial attitude 
and policy of the administration up to 
the present time The effect of this 
decision is to affirm the constitutional- 
ity of th« Foraker act and to give con 
gresg power to deal with a nfwiy ac- 
quired territory in siirh maTincr as 
this legislative brancli may ((insider 
suitable for the new territory. The 
decision also baa tbe effect of declar 
ing that tb* new Insular possessions 
do not by virtue of the treaty of ces- 
sion acquire all the privileges and 
rights of the constitution. 

Justice nrown. in handing down the 
decision in tb^ DeLima case, first an- 
nounced the court's decision on point 
of Jurisdiction, bbldtag that tb* court 
had jurisdiction. 

Tiie DeJ^ima ease involved the Im- 
portation of goods into tbe United 
States from P&rto Rico after the rati- 
fication of the treaty of Paris and be- 
fore the passage of the Porto RIcan 
act. DeLima ft Co., doing business In 
New York, imported from San Jiinn, 
P. R., during tbe months of .June and 
July, 189tt. certain sugars, tbe product 
of Porto Rico. Upon tbeae sugars tbe 
collector at New York demanded and 
collected about $13,000 aa custoihs du- 
ties. DeLima company sued Hid well, 
the collector, as an individual In tbe 
supreme' court of the state of New 
York to recover back tbe duMes thus 
paid, amounting in all to $13,145, a1 
leging that they were tinlawfully de- 
manded In violation of the constitu- 
tion and collected by duress, the eol 
lector exacting the payment of tbe du 
ties as a condition tb tbe delivery of 
tbe sugars. On the petition of tbe col- 
lector the suit was removed to the 
circuit court of the United States for 
the southern district of New York, 
wblcb sustained tbe demurrer to the 
complaint both on the ground that no 
cause for action was stated and that 
tbe court had no' Jurisdiction Fioni 
the judgment dismissing tbe complaint 
DeLima & Co. prosecute error from 
this court 

Justice Brown said that whether the 
sugars Imported from or Into Porto 
Rico were dutial)le depends upon 
whether Potto Uko is a foreign louii- 
try. He held that the right to acquire 
territory involves tbe right to govern 
and control it by congress, but be said 
that a country could not be both for 
eign and domestic. The opinion was 
opposed to the contention of the gov- 
ernment. He concluded that at the 
time tbe duties were collected Porto 
Rie6 Was a tsnritory and not m foreign 
country, but g tsrritonr ol th» United 
States. 

Duties Were Illegal. 
Justice Brown concluded as follows: 
"If an act of congress be necessary to 
convert a foreign country Into domes- 
tic territory, tbe question 9t- once sug- 
gests itself, what Is the character of 
the legislation demanded for this pur 
pose? Will an act appropriating mon 
ey for its purpose be sufflcieat? Ap- 
parently not. Will an act appropriat 
ing the duties collected upon imports 
to and from such country for tbe ben 
eflt of its government be sufiiclent ' 
Apparently not. Will acts making ap 
propriations for its postal service, for 
the establishment of llghtbousss. for 
the maintenance of quarSntiai sta 
tions, for erecting public blllfldiags 
h&ve that effect? Will an act establish 
ing a complete local government, but 
with a reservation of a right to coUec* 
duties upon commerce be adequate for 
that purpose? None of these, nor all 
together, will bo sufllcient, if the con 
tention of the government be sound, 
sine* acts embracing all these provis 
Ions have been passed la connection 
witb Porto Qlco. and It i| InaiDf^^i^t 



It is still a foreign country within the 
nieaning of the tariff law. We are 
Vnabie to acQuiesce la this assunp- 
tioB that a territory may be at tbe 

same time both foreign and donu stic 
"We are therefore of opinion that at 
the t!nj" these duties were levied Por- 
to Rico was not a foreign country 
within the meaning of the Uriff laws, 
but a territory of tbe United States, 
that tbe duties were Illegally exacted 
and that the plaintiffs are entitled to 
recover them back. The judgment of 
the circuit court for the southern dis- 
trict of New York is therefore revers- 
ed and the case remanded to that 
court for further proceedlbgs In eon- 
sequence with this question." 

"Till theory that a country remains 
foreign with respect to the tariff laws 
■ntll congress has acted by embracing 
It within the customs union, pre-sup- 
poeee that a country may be domestic 
for one purpose and foreign for anoth- 
er. It may undoubtedly become nec- 
essary for the adeciuate administra- 
tion of a domestic territory to pass a 
special act providing tbe proper ma- 
chinery and officers as tbe president 
would have no authority, except un- 
der the war power. t(j administer it 
himself; but no act is necessary to 
make it domestic territory If once it 
has been ceded to the United States. 
We express no opinion as to whether 
congress is bound to appropriate tbe 
money to pay for It. This theory also 
pre-suppos^s that territory may be 
held indefinitely by the United States; 
that it may be treated in every par- 
ticular except for tariff purposes as 
domestic territory ; that laws be enact- 
ed and enforced by offlc(>rs of the 
United States sent there for that pu; 
pose. 

Tbe other cases were decided tbe 
same way for reasons cited In the De- 
Lima case, four judges dissenting. 
Foraker Act Constitutional. 

In the Downes case the United 
States supreme court decided, in an 
opinion by Justice Brown, that while 
Porto Rico is a territory of tbe Unit- 
ed State it is not ,sueh for tariff pur- 
poses, and that the Foraker act Is con- 
stitutional. The judgment of the cir- 
cuit court was atfinned. A dissenting 
opinion was handed down by Justice 
White, in wblcb Justices Sblras and 
McKenna concurred. 

In the course of his reasoning on 
tbe manner of the aeaiiisltion of Por- 
to Rico. Justice Urown held that con 
gress has authority to control such 
territory. "Indeed it Is," he said, 
"scarcely too much to say tbat there 
has not been a session of congress 
«ince the territory of Louisiana was 
purchased that tbat body bad not en 
acted legislation based upon the as 
eumed autboriiy to govern and control 
itbe territory. It is an authority which 
Hrises, not necessarily from the terri 
torial claiis(> of the constitution, but 
from the n( cessitlesof the case and in 
ability of the states to act upon the 
subjec^. Under this power congress 
may deal with territory acquired by 
treaty; administer Its govemmeat as 
it does that of the District of Colum- 
bia. It may organize a local territor- 
ial government; it may admit it as a 
state upon equality witb other states; 
it may sell its public ownlngs td indi- 
vidual cltitens, or may donate them 
as homesteads to actual settlers. In 
short, when once acquired by treaty it 
belongs to the United States and is 
subject to tbe disposition ot congress. 

"Territory thus acquired caa re- 
main a foreign country under the tariff 
laws only upon one of two theories: 
Kither that the word 'foieign' applies 
to such countries as were foreign at 
the time tbe statute was enacted, not- 
withstanding any subsequent change 
in their condition or that they remain 
forcdgn under the tariff laws until 
congress has formally embraced them 
within the custom union of the states. 

"The flrsttheory is obviously untena- 
able. While a statute Is presumed to 
speak from tbe time of Its enactment, 
it embraces all such persons or things 
as subsecpiently fall within its scope, 
and ceases to apply to such as there- 
after fall without Its scope." 

Dissenting Judges' Side. 

Justice McKenna delivered the dis- 
sentlngopinoinof the supreme court in 
the Insular cases. He was Joined in 
the opinioB by Justlcec Sblras, Gray 
and White. Justice McKenna Went 
Into a detailed examination of the 
cases cited in the majority opinion. 
He maintained that they did not show 
a clear current of decision. ))ut dis 
closed much divergence of view. He 
referred also to the fact tbat prece- 
dents not In consonance with the ma- 
jority view were now dismissed as 
dictum and not binding opinion He 
spoke of tbe dangers attending dis- 
missal of Judicial jpplnlon as "dictum' 
and of the greater danger when such 
a course may Interfere or had inter 
fered with the acti(m of a nation. 
Constancy and certainty of judicial 
opinion was of tbe highest Import- 
ance. Justice MoKenaa's examlB» 
tlon of tbe mhnf precedents was ex- 
haustive, an almost an hour was given 
to showing to what extent the circum- 
stances of each case bore on the pres 
eat coodltisii in PgrtjL Rlqe. 



Justice White said the court in th. 
Downs case holds that ((ingicss had 
the power under the Porto Kican tar 
iff act to impose a tariff duty on goods 
coming from Porto Rico. He express- 
ed himself as unable to conceive on 
what theory they thus proceeded and 
expressed the opinion that it was due 
to confusion of thought In the DeLima 
case. It was settled law, by the de- 
cisions in tbe Woodruff case aad the 
Houston case, he sad I, that the power 
of congress to levy an Impost duty did 
not extend to any territory that was a 
part of the United States, and the re- 
sult of the majority opinion in th<i 
Downs case thus would be to bring 
about a state of things where territory 
which was a part of the United States 
before the Foraker act became a for- 
eign territory after fh<! P^oraker act 
The dissenting justices throughout 
their dissents took occasion to criti 
else sharply tbe apparent conflict be- 
tween tbe majority ruling In the De- 
Lima case and that which would fol- 
low later in the Downs case.

Pt. P' tersburg. May 27.— President 
OnUhti nihliv, presidt nt of the Kiisso 
Chinese liank and an authority on the 
Chinese question, has returned from 
Peking. Said he: "1 did not see Count 
Von Waldersee at Peking, but every 
one there felt that be knew the use- 
lessness of his position. He does not 
comprehend the tenacity and silent 
resisting power of the Chinese. The 
Chinese will never forgive and never 
forget. There is no fear with them. 
The srpirit of fatalism among them is 
strong. They would not care ( ven if 
as many moi'e of them w t-vo saei i 
ficed. Tbe Chinese should be treated 
as barbarians, witb whom we have no 
more intercourse. 

"Should Oermany not evacuate Pe- 
king liefcjre the wet s<-as(iTi i due s (Ui. 
whi'U the season commences tlie lega- 
tions cannot remain In tbe city. They 
will have to go up to tbe bills. They 
will go with a small guard of soldiers. 
The Chinese are now more angry and 
excited than ever and will atta( k all 
the legations. The pillaging at Peking 
was something awful. Peking was 
fabulously rich. The Germans do not 
mean to get out of China at all. That 
was what everybody knew who was In 
Peking. They covet the provinces of 
Chantung and Chi LI, adjacent to us 
In .Manchuria, a territory with SS,000,< 
Ouu of Chinese inhabitants." 

Indemnity May Be Reduced. 

Peking, May 27. — It seems probable 
the proposition limiting the indemnity 
to be demanded from China to 4r>0. 
000,000 ta( ls will he agreed to by end 
of the week. I'aited States Special 
Con;ini.-^.-ioner Rockhill tliiiiks this 
may be considered an American Vic 
tory. Though bis proposition limiting 
Indemnity to 310,000,000 taels was not 
accepted, still It was the cause of the 
other powers considering the Idea. 
The only point likely tf) ( ause furfhc^r 
delay in a deci.-^ion liy all the powers 
except America is that regarding the 
raising of the foreign customs f per 
cent. Mr. Rockhill told the ministers 
at a recent meeting that rather than 
take tliis step Ameiiea would relin- 
quish all claims to Indemnity.

"Caledonia," were destroyed in the re- 
cent floods. He says the flood dam- 
age In tbe /State amounts to several 
million dollars. All streams in tin 
section are rising.

That .McLatirIn will be de- 
feated Is a foregone conclusion. Till 
man is still strong witb tbe farmers, 
but he will have strong men against 
him. McLaurln. alinost on the verge 
of a physical collapse, which may 
mr-an his death In a political cam- 
paign, admits his condition, but de- 
clares that manhood will force him to 
stand squarely to tbe Issue and meet 
his rival on the stump. 

Candidates for Senate. 
Chattanooga, May 27. — Governor 
McSweeney of South Carolina, who is 
here attending the dedication services 

of the South Carolina monument at 
Chickamauga stated that be would 
probably be a candidate for the Unit 
ed States senate in tbe coming pri 
mary. although he had no definite on- 
nouncement to make. Colonel Wiley 
Jones, chairman of the state Democrat- 
ic (ommittee. who is in eotiimand of 
a regiment of militia with a party, 
and who announced his candidacy for 
the senate, issued a call for a meet- 
ing of the committee on July 1 to plan 
the campaign. 



Machinists Still Out.

San FVancisco. May 27.— The battle- 
ship Wisconsin was formally present- 
ed with a silver banquet service, the 
gift of the state whose name she 
bears The tendt>r of the service was 
made by Julius Bleyer of Milwaukee, 
and its acceptance by Captain Oeorge 
B. Reiter. Accompanying the service 
Is a bronze badger, the emblem of 
Wisconsin, four feet high, which vas 
cast from cannon captured from Spam 
during the late war. 

Clash With Soldiers. 

St Petersburg. May 27 — Rioting has 
spread to South Russia as a result of 
the production of tbe anti-semite 
play. "Tbe Smugglers." At Kutais 
thousands of people cohgregatetl 
around the theater and stoned the po 
lice. A di tachinent of Cossacks charg- 
ed and dispersed the crowd. Thirteen 
poli(( men. 15 Cossacks and two olli- 
cers of Cossacks were s(>verely hurt.

Before proceeding to the furtlier 
consideration of the question of revis- 
ion, the asM'inlily adiipti d the reptut 
of the eouunitfi-e oi; the next place of 
nxeting, which shIi ci. d tie- Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian church. New 
York, aa the meeting place of tbe gen- 
eral as.-^ciuM'. r;!'''!!..'. The Cdnimittee 
recontniend' d t > tiie avKt assembly 
the selection of I.os Angeles for the 
Ifisenibly of I'Ju:). 

When the ord'T of the day, the re- 
vision of the Confession of Faith, was 
reached, the moderator made a few 
remarks, advising against hasty at - 
tion. He said itiere w.is a tendency 
to rush tlic matter so that the asst m- 
bly could adjourn, and be hoped tbe 
commissioners would not get into a 
panicky condition and do something 
which they might regret. 

.lanies l~t .Mi.lTatt. D. D., president 
of Wasliington and Jefferson univer- 
sity, who on Saturday fave notice that 
he would offer an amendment to tbe 
majority report, was then recognized 
by tlie moderator. Dr. Moffatt explain- 
ed that he was moved to offer the 
amcndrn<>nt to it ci iinnieniiation I? be- 
cause of the small majority which on 
Saturday voted to retain the recom- 
mendation in the revision committee's 
report. Dr. Moffatt's amendment was 
as follows; 

"We re( ommend that this commit- 
tee be instruct(>d to pr< jiare and to 
submit to tbe next general assembly 
for such disposition as may be Judged 
to t)e wise a brief statcnienf of tin re- 
formed faith, expressi'd, as far as pos- 
sible, in unfeehnical terms. Tlie said 
statement is to be prepared witb a 
view to Its being employed to give in- 
formation and a better understanding 
of our doctrinal belief, and not with a 
view to its bfdng a substitute for or an 
altei nath >■ of our confession of faith." 

The aiiicndnient was adopted by a 
viva vote, nut one voice being raised 
in opposition to it. The question was 
then on the adoption of the majority 
report, and Dr. Johnson moved that 
the three recommendations contained 
in the report be taken up seriatim, 
and the motion was carried. The rec- 
ommendation which culls for the ap- 
pointment of a revision committee 
was adopted with only a few voices 
against it. Reconini'-ndation 11. as 
aniendi (1, went thiough without a 
sign of opposition. Recommendation 
C. on motion of Dr. Baker of Phila- 
delphia, was amended so that the 
amendments to be prepared by the 
Cfmimittce for seveml chapters of the 
confession ef faith shall be mailo 
"eiiliei I).-- modi licatlon of the text or 
by declaratory statement, but so far 
as possible by declaratory statement."
